INCENDIARY CIRCULARS SCATTERED 
BROADCAST IN FRANCE, 


Magistrates in Paris Afraid to Sit in 
Judgment on Ravachol—Russian Peas- 
ants Fleeing From Starvation—African 
Tribes at War Over Religion—Glad- 
stone on Female Suffrage—General 
Foreign—Brief Cablegrams. 


Lonpon, April 20.—The police to-day raided 
the offices of the Anarchist paper, Common- 
weal, seizing the frames and manuscripts and 
arresting the publisher. The Scotland Yard 
authorities decline to give the reasons for 
the seizure of the Commonweal. The Common- 
weal, the Anarchist paper, is a four-page 
paper measuring 15 inches by 10. It describes 
itself asarevolutionary journalof Anarchism 
and Communism. It also adds violent 
articles. Summing the recent trial and 
conviction of the Wallsall Anarchists, 
it calls Henry Matthews, the Home 
Secretary, a Jesuitical monster, who mur- 
ders men because of a few head of game, re- 
ferring to the execution of the two poachers 
who killed a gamekeeper. Justice Hawkins, 
who presided at thetrialof the Walsall An- 
archists, is termed a hyena preying upon the 
bodies of the hanged men, and whose love of 
the gallows a few years ago gave him the 
title of ‘‘Hangman Hawkibns.’’ 

‘*‘This barbarous brute,’’ the Commonieal 
adds, ‘‘while prating of his humanity sends 
our comrades toten years’ confinement in a 
prison hell.’’ 

DEMANDING A LIFE. 

Continuing, the paper asks: ‘‘What of the 
Spy Mellville, who set agents to concert a 
plot, which he discovers? Are these-men fit 
to live?’’ 

Mellville, who the Commonwealtermsa spy, 
is Chief Inspector Mellville of the Scot- 
land Yard. Inspector Mellville learned 
of the existenceg of a club in Walsall, 
the principal mentbers of which were en- 
gaged in making bombs, it was said, for use 
in Russia. Acting in conjunction with the 
Walsall police, Inspector Mellville arrested 
six of the confederates and procured evi- 
agence on which they were convicted. 

The St. James Gazette, commenting on the 
above article when it first appeared, advised 
the governmentto prosecute the pernicious 
organ as the Walsall conspiracy appeared 
to bave been the outcome of just such Lter- 
ature. The Anarchists had decided to holda 
counter demonstration to that of the Labor 
party in Hyde Park on May day and had 
received a police warning against violent 
speeches. It is also thougnt that this seizure 
has some connection with the Walsall affair, 
the same detectives being employed on the 
case. The morning dailies comment on the 
vigilance of the police at a moment when 
London is “ikely to be invaded by refugee 
Anarchists. 


A VIOLENT MANIFESTO, 


Paris, April 20.—The Gaulois publishes the 
text of a violent manifesto of the revolution. 
ary wing of the Socialist party, which w ill 
finally be discussed ata meeting to beheld 
to-night. Ifthe manifesto is adopted 160,000 
copies will be distributed throughout France 
on the evening of May Day. 

The police at St. Etlenne and Lyons have 
made raids upon the lodgings of a number of 
Anarchists in those places and have seizeda 
quantity of manifestoes, setting forth the al- 
leged wrongs under which workingmen suf- 
fer, and calling upon them to rise in their 
might and break the shackles which enthral 
them. 

One Spanish Anarchist was arrested and he 
was subsequently expelled from France. 

Premier Loubet has appointed a special 
committee headed by L. Loze, Prefect of 
Police, tu deal with May day disorders, The 
Paris garrison will be confined to their bar- 
racks and thie military will be held in readli- 
mess at Versailles, RKamboulett, Melun, 
Fontaninebleau and Orleans to proceed to 
the Capital. Thelabor leaders expect that 
the police will arrest them with the view 
of crippling the demonstrations, but are not 
dismayed. ‘There will be 1,250 delegates 
representing 14,000,000 workers, come to Paris. 

DYNAMITE FOUND.

The paper appealsto 
all workingmwen to observe May Vay as free- 
dom fromthe bonds of capitalists can only 
be obtained through the efforts of the work- 
ingmen themselves.

He does not fearthat women will 
encroach upon the power of man, but he does 
fear ‘‘lest we unwittingly invite her totres- 
pass the purity, delicacy and elevation of her 
OWD hature.’’ ;

FIGHTING OVER RELIGION. 
ZANZIBAR, April 20.—Tribal fighting has 
taken place at Uganda between the Protes- 
tantand UVatholic converts in that country. 
King Mwanga, the ruler of Uganda, who was 
leading the iatter forces, killed the principal 
Protestant chief. Capt. Lugard, the agent 
of the British East Africa Co., interposed be- 
tween the warring natives for the purpose of 
restoring order. The result of the trouble 
was that King Mwanga was deposed and 
Capt. Lugard was nominated as nis suc- 
cessor. 


RELEASED BY REQUEST. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 20.—Kushleff, the 
Bulgarian whose arbitrary arrest here by of- 
ficials ofthe Russian Embassy and whose 
subsequent detention by the Turkish police 
caused a great stir in Bulgaria, has been re- 
leased after a vigorous note had been sent to 
the Porte by Bulgaria, protesting against the 
arrest and demanding the release of the pris- 
oner, 


COMPLAINT AGAINST FRANCE. 

LONDON, April 20.—The Standurd’s corre- 
spondent at Freetown, the capital of the 
British colony of Sierra Leone, West Africa, 
sends a dispatch to his paper in which he 
complains of the breach of faith on the part 
of France in sending agents to assist Chief 
Karimoo against the English punitive expedi- 
tion. The correspondent says it is reported 
that the agents of the French government 
supplied Chief Karimoo with chassepots and 
ammunition.

CROP REVIEW. 


Progress of Spring Work—A Favorable 
Outlook. 


CuHIcAGO, April 20.+This weex’s Farmers’ 
Review will say that spring work is in full 
blast in most of the States covered by the re- 
port, though in some of the more northern 
States the work has been greatly delayed by 
rain. In llnoisoatsare being everywhere 
sown and some spring wheat. In Ohio and 
Indiana these two crops, with the addition of 
the potato crop, are being putin, but little 


other seeding has been done. In Kentucky 
spring wheat and potatoes are in and corn is 
being planted. In Kansas spring wheat and 
oats have been sown and the same is true of 
Nebraska and Iowa. In Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas little seeding has 
yet been done. The conditionof the water 
supply is good in nearly every county re- 
ported in all of the States, with probably not 
a half dozen exceptions, and these are mostly 
in Wisconsin. The conuition of the winter 
wheat is as follows: 

In illinois about 45 per centof the corre- 
spondents report the condition as good, the 
Same humpber report fair and the others poor. 

In Indiana 40 per cent report the condition 
as good, 3 report the condition as bad and 
25 per cent report the outiook bad. 

In Ohio 33 per cent report good, 51 percent 
report falrandthe Others report poor. Ash- 
land county reports that the wheat went into 
winter quarters in bad condition, and is now 
not more than half a’ p ctfve crop. Im 
Butler Country the crop was much improved 
by warm rainsthe first of the month; the 
weak plants gota good start and with favor- 
able weather will yet do weil In most flelds. 
In Miami County thecrop was badly frozen 
out, and some fields are being sown to oats. 
In Monroe County the crop looks very fine 
and there is enough rain to make it 
grow right along. In Pike County 
the late freeze injured wheat 
considerably. On clay land the plant is very 
poor and can’t make morethan half acrop, 
buton sandy soil the out!ook is better. In 
Trumbull County the crop looks well in some 
localities and very bad in others. 

In Michigan 45 per cent of the correspond- 
ents report the condition as good, 35 report 
fair, and 20 percent report bad, St. Joseph 
reports that on clay ground the condition Is 
poor, but on sandy soll it is improving. 
Montcalm reports that the condition is now 
nearanaverage and that it has improved 
rapidly since last month, when it appeared 
to be about dead. In Kalamazoo County the 
plant looks fairly well, but some fields have 
been injured by the Hessian fly. 

In Kentucky 64 per centof the correspon- 
dents report the outlook as good, 28 per cent 
report fair and the others poor, 

Jn Missouri 25 per cent report condition as 
good, 35 per cent report the condition as fair, 
and the remainder bad. Lafayette county 
reports that the early sown 100Ks we'll. 
Where wheat was sown late on corn land the 
ground is bare and some of it has been 
plowed up. Green county aiso reports that 
some of the wheat on poor land has been 
plowed up for oats and corn. 

In Kansas 40 percent report the condition 
good; twenty-four report the outlook as fair 
and the rest poor. 

In Wisconsin only 8 per cent of the corre- 
spondents report the condition as good; 44 
per cent report tair and 48 per Cent poor, 

In lowa, Nebraska, Minnesota and the 
Dakotas, not enough winter wheat isre 
ported tocutany great figurein tbe total of 
the crop. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Knights and Federation Men Will Struggle 
for Lsadership. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 20.—An evening 
paper is authority for the statement that 
within a short period there will be inauguar- 
ated a fight, which means the ‘‘survival of 
the fittest,’’ In so faras the American Feder- 
ation of Labor and the Knights of Labor are 
concerned. 

The paper says: ‘*These two powerful 
bodies of organized labor will enter into a 


combat which will be a lengthy one and 
quite spirited, It will detertine which or- 
yanization is entitled to supremacy and from 
now on thousands of workmen will 
watch with eager interest the pro- 
gress of the contest. Such is the meaning to 
from an interview had - with 
Henry White, General Auditor of the United 
Garment Workers of America, which Is affill- 
ated with the American Federation of Labor. 
Mr. White arrived in Pittsburg on Sunday 
from Rochester, where he was working in the 
interest of the body he represents. In his 
interview he spared no words and was em- 
phatic in his denunciation of the K, of L.’s 
policy regarding the boycott on the Kochester 
clothing manufacturers, He stated that the 
Federation had taken the matter up and 
would endeavor to counteract the effects of 
the boycott. 

The executive Committee of the Federation 
of Labor will meet in New York City next 
week, at which session a plan of cainpaign 
will bea marked out. Then itis that the great 
battle will begin, andin every city the fight 
will be takenup by the Federation. The con- 
test will be closely watched froma Pittsburg 
standpoint. Untilthe boycott was ordered 
Pittsburg merchants purchased all of their 
goods in Rochester, and to-day there is very 
little sold here,

Indiana. Democrats Will Make Their 
Choice To-Morrow. 


GLOOMY OUTLOOK FOR A 
SON” BOOM. 


“FAVORITE 


Indications Are That the Hoosier Candi- 
date Will Be Squeezed Out—Republi- 
can State Conventions in Massachu- 
setts, Pennsylvania and South Caro- 
lina—Anti-Lottery Victory. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 20.—As a leading 
Cleveland Democrat said to-day, no man 
can tellin advance what a Democratic con- 
yéntion is going to do, but the indi- 
cations now are that a solid Cleveland del- 
egation will be chosen to-morrow and that 
the Gray boom will be squeezed out. The 
agreement for a compromise between the 
Cleveland and the Gray men arranged by the 
State Committee isstrenuously objected to by 
leaders of both wings of the party, and it may 
fail when brought before the convention. 
The proposed compromise is to give Graya 
complimentary vote at Chicago, and then 
throw the full strength of the delegation to 
Cleveland, 

This is the first really important State Con- 
vention held by the party in _ 1892, 
as it has such a direct bear- 
ing on Mr. Cleveland’s chances for 
the nomination at Chicago. When it meets 
to-morrow it will be composed of 1,303 
delegates. The prospective fight for dele- 
gates to the National Convention and 
the numerous candidates for State and 
judicial offices has gathered at the capital 
the leading Democrats of every county in the 
State, including all the Democratic county 
and city officials. Nearly every county hasa 
candidate for State or judicial offices, or for 
delegateto the National Convention. This 
has brought at least 10,000 men to the 
convention. As muchas $25 has been paid 
for proxies by men who could not be elected 
delegates, but whoare anxious to have a 
voice in the convention. 

The candidates to be nominated are for 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary 
of State, Auditor, Treasurer, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Reporter of the Supreme Court, Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, Statistician, 
three Judges of the Supreme Court and five 
Judges of the Appellate Court. For these 
seventeen nominations thereare thirty-five 
candidates. Every nomination will be hotly 
contested, but the big fight will be made for 
the gubernatorial nomination. 

There are four candidates in the fleld for 
the Governorship—John G. Shanklin, editor 
ofthe Evansville Courier; Claude Matthews 
of Vermillion County, present Secretary of 
State; ex-Speaker Mason J. Niblack of Vin- 
cennes, and Mortimer Nye of La Ports. They 
are all Cleveland men, but Shanklin isthe 
most outspoken. It was he who started the 
Cleveiand boom ina speech before the Irish- 
American club of this ecitya month ago. There 
- no doubt that Shanklin will lead in the first 
allot. 

Claude Matthews belongs to the peace and 
harmony faction—thatis, a Cleveiand man 
willing to give Gray a complimentary vote in 
the National Convention, Heisa farmer and 
aJjeading F. M.-B.- A. 

Niblack is considered too youngand Nye 
not well enough known. 

The air is full of a compromise candidate. 
If Congressman Bynum would allow his 
name to be used, he would be nominated, 
The same istrue of Holman, and there will 
be a strony effort made to trot out the great 
objector as a dark horse. 

A great Cleveland demonstration will take 
place to-night. The Cleveland Ciub, German- 
American Club, Irish-American and two- 
thirds of the Gray Club will participate in 
the street parade, in which delegates from 
ali parts of the State will join. 

This evening three conventions will be held 
to elect district delegates to the National Con- 
vention. ‘the District Conventions will be 
composed of the State delegates from their 
respective districts. A nunaber of the dis- 
tricts willinstruct for Cleveland, regardless 
of the ‘‘peace and harmony’’ agreement. 

In the morning when the convention meets 
the four delegates at large will be reported 
by the Committee on Organization and the 
(onbimittee on Resolutions will report the 
platform, Both sides will attempt to control 
the Committees on Organization and Resolu- 
tions. Itissafeto say that there will be no 
free silver plank in the platform. 

W. H. English,candidate for Vice-President 
in 1880, and his son, the ex-Congressman, are 
among the leading Cleveland men in the city. 
There will be really three factions in the con- 
vention—the Gray or anti-Cleveland, the 
‘*peace and harmony’’ faction, led by tditor 
Morss; and the out-and-out Cleveland fac- 
tion, led by -Editor Shanklin and backed by 
English and others. ‘The ‘‘peace and har.- 
mony’’ men are for Cleveland, but they have 
been bulldozed by Gov. Gray to give hima 
complimentary vote first. ThiS will prevent 
an instruction for Cleveland, and this is all 
the anti-Cleveland men desire, Of course 
the action of Morss does not bind the Cleve- 
land men, but witnout the support of his pa- 
per (the Indianapolis sentinel) the radical 
Cleveiand men are handicapped. 

ihecity is full of politicians and conven- 
tions and caucuses to-day. There is every 
evidence that the State convention to-mor- 
row will indorse Cleveland over- 
whelmingly, but the Governorship 
race has resolved itself into a contest 
between Shanklin, the avowed Champion of 
Cleveland, and Matthews, the friend of Gray. 
This afternoon Congressman Bynum was re- 
nominated by acclamation, besides this the 
Senatorial and Representative conventions 
were held.

THE STATE CONVENTION AT HAR 
RISBURG TO-DAY. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., April 20.—The Republi- 
can Convention to nominate acandidate for 
Supreme Judge, two candidates for Congress- 
man at large, four electors at large and eight 
delegates at largeto the National Conven- 
tion, was called to order by State Chairman 
Waters at 10:20 o’clock this morning. 

The Harrisburg Opera-house was packed to 
suffocation, the delegates occupying the first 
floor and the spectators crowding themselves 


into the two galleries. The flags and banners 
that did duty at last week’s Democratic Con- 
vention still hang from the walls and 
balconies. 

tecretary Leach read the call for the con- 
vention and then called the roll. Aji the del- 
egates responded totheir names. James F. 
Miles of Philadelphia nominated Gen. James 
W. Latta, also of that city, for temporary 
chairman, and he wasunantmously chosen. 

After the preliminary organization had 
been effected and committees appointed the 
convention adjourned till 1:30 p. m, 

The platform extends hearty congratula- 
tions to the Republicans of Khode Isiand and 
hails the late victory in that State as an omen 
of more decisive victory throughout the 
country in November. 

The history of the Republican party is then 
pointed to with pride, and the young men 
who are about to cast their first votes are in- 
vited to most carefully study fts record.

MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS. 


BOSTON TO SELECT EIGHT 
DELEGATES. 


Boston, Mass., April 20.—The Republican 
State Convention for the election of four dele- 
gates as large and four delegates to the 
National Convention at Minneapolis on June 
21, was held in Tremont Templeto-day. Mr. 
Rotchesky, the Sécretary of the Republican 


State Committee read the Call at 11:15 and Mr. 
E. 8. Draper was made temporary Chairman 
of the convention and A. C. Rotchesky of 
soston and George J. Burns, temporary 
Secretaries. Prayer was offered by Kev. 
George A. Gordon of Boston, and at its con- 
clusion Mr. Draper made a brief address, 
which was heartily applauded. 

Immediately folowing tRe delivery of 
the chairman’s remarks the regular commit- 
tees were appointed. The Committee on 
Permanent Organization them made their 
report, and Hon. Wm. (, Levering of Taun- 
ton, the permanent chairman, was conducted 
to the chair by a committee appointed for the 
purpose. 

Upon taking the chair, Mr. Levering said 
thatthe Republicans of Massachusetts ap- 
proached the campaign with absolute confd- 
ence thata glorious victory awalted them. 
He reviewed the bistory of the tariff question 
from the foundation of the government down 
to the present day. And declared that the 
manufacturers of New England were perfect- 
ly satisfied with the workings of the McKinley 
law. 

The free wool clause, he said, is only a 
political move to break off, if possible, the 
agricultural support tothe general tariff and 
is not designed to make woolens cheaper. A 
protective tariff stands squarely on four legs, 
and to knock out one legis to let the whole 
structure down. In closingthe speaker ex- 
tended the following Invitation to the ‘‘mug- 
wump:’’ 

Weinvite you, gentlemen, to come back tothe 
Republican party and vote with us. Do not misun- 
derstand us; we do notask you to come back upon 
any misrepresentation. If you area free-trader the 
Republican party is no place foryou. ‘Those of you 
who are not bound to the chariot wheels of free trado 
we give you a cordial imvitation to come back to the 
oid party and give it the benetit of your counsels. 

The platform opposes free coinage, asks 
that aif voters be protected at the polis, con- 
demns gerrymanders, favors a national 
bankruptcy law and? Cemands rigid inspec- 
tion of immigrants and approves of liberal 
pensions. The section indorsing Harrison is 
as follows: 

We heartily indorse the patriotic administration of 
President Harrison, We adrhire his firm and cour- 
ageous stand fora sound currency, the faithful en- 
trorcement of the civil service law and its application 
to new offices, the general efficiency

SENSATION CREATED IN EUROPEAN 
FINANCIAL CIRCLES. 


Heavy Frauds Uncovered in the New 
York Custom-House—Scandalous Rev- 
elations Concerning Prominent Men 
in Quebec—A Possible Double Murder 
— Rioting Workingmen—Crime. 


BERLIN, April 20.—A most decided sensation 
was caused on the Bourse here to-day by the 
report that Herr Jaeder, chief cashier for the 
great banking house of the Rothschilds at 
Frankfort, was a defaulter. According to 
this report Jaeder had succeeded in 
defrauding his employers of over 1,000,000 
marks. Inquiries revealed the fact that 
Jueder has held the position of chief cashier 
for fifteen years. Sowe time ago he was 
missing from his post, and as time elapsed 
and he did not appear, a partial cx- 
amination of his books was made. This 
has resulted in a deciaration that heisan 
absconder. The examination of the books 
has not yet been concluded and the exact 
amount of the defalcation is therefore not 
known. Nodentialhas been made, however, 
of the statement that the stealings will reach 
1,000,000, marks. The cashier’s office is 
closed and experts have been employed to 
examine and revise all the books of the bank. 
It is eald in some quarters that Jaeder has the 
greater part of the stolen money in his pos- 
session, andthat under an assumed name he 
is endeavoring toreach a foreign country, 
most likely the United States, 


AN IMMORAL CLUB, 


REVELATIONS OF A PARALLEL TO THE CLEVE- 
LAND STREET AFFAIR. 


MONTREAL, Canada, April 20.—The city of St. 
Johns, Quebec, is inan excited state over 
the arrest of four citizens, Jules Quesnet, 
Joseph Prairie, L. H. Genest and H. Bros- 
sard, by the officers of the Canadian Secret 
£ervice on charges of belonging to aclub 
formed forimmoral practices, parallel to the 
Cleveland street scandal of London. Three 
of the prisoners were brought before a mag- 
istrate and admitted to bail. One, however,

FRAUDS UNEARTHED. 


NEW YORK CUSTOM HOUSE EMPLOYES UNDER 
ARREST. 


New York, April 20.—The Custom-house 
authorities for some time past have been 
quietly investigating wnat has turned out to 
be a gigantic conspiracy of Custom-house 
employes, brokers and importers who have 
formany years been defrauding the Govern- 
ment by undervaluing imports. Three ar- 
rests were made last night, anditis learned 
that thirty persons are to be arrested to-day, 
These include afew importers, two or three 


brokers and the rest are custom employes. 
The Government has evidence that forty-five 
others are implicated, but thereis not suffi- 
client proof of thelr guilt at present to war- 
rant their arrest. Collector Hendricks and 
Special Treasury Agent Whitehead held a 
conference lastnight in regard to the matter, 
but nothing would they say of the case at 
present except that all facts in the case 
would be made public to-day.

Surgeon-General Senn’s Clinic at the 
City Hospital. 


TWO INTERESTING OPERATIONS BEFORE 
THE SURGEONS’ ASSOCIATION. 


A Case of Resection of the Knee Joint and 
One of Amputation at the Thigh—Lect- 
ure on Tesson’s Case and Others—This 
Afternoon and Evening’s Programme 
in Full. 


At 9 o’clock this morning Brigadier and 
Surgeon-General Nicholas Senn of the Wis- 
consin National Guard, the world-famous 
Chicago surgeon, cladin a long white hos- 
pital gperating- gown, with the sleeves rolled 
up to his elbows, stood beside the operating- 
table in the City Hospital Amphitheater, 
ready to begin the clinic which formed the 
forenoon’s programme of the Military 
Surgeons’ second day in Sst. Louis. 
In the Ampitheater with Gen. Senn 
there were also Surgeon-General Joseph D. 
Bryant, N. G. 8. N. Y.; Capt. Ewing, As- 
sistant Surgeon, U. S. A.; Dr. Marks, the 
head of the City Hospital; Dr. A. G. Bernays, 
Dr. Eustathius Chancellor, the City Hospital 
staff of assistant surgeons, consisting of Drs. 
Nowlin, Stack, Born, Goldstein, Schaeffer, 
Deutsch, Schmidt, Crossen, Shacklin, Von 
der Au and Schultz, and a group of local 
physicians and surgeons. The gathering 
around the operating table was also joined 
later by Mayor E. A. Noonan. In _ the 
amphitheater proper, as audience, were a 
large number of the military surgeons in uni- 
formand a further contingent of St. Louls 
physicians in civilian dress. The reputation 
of Surgeon-General Senn as an operating 
surgeon was what had brought out the ‘‘full 
house,’’ and the closest attention was paid 
to every phase of the proceedings that fol- 
lowed. 

SCENE IN THE HOSPITAL AMPHITHEATER. 
At Gen. Senn’s left, ashe faced the amphi- 
theater, was the hospital operating table, 
the table lay an old 
hair and long 
eyes were fixed 
earnestly on the stout, cool surgeon who 
rested one hand lightly onthe left leg of this 
man, which was exposed from the knee 
down. Thefigure was that of Patient Fer 
gusson from Hospital division 3, suffering 
from tuberculosis of the Knee-joint. The op- 
eration known as arthrectomy, or resection 
of the knee, wasto be performed on Patient 
Fergusson by Surgeon-General Senn, a pe- 
culiarly longand serious surgical operation 
involving the cutting open of the knee, the 
sawing and scraping any of a 
portion of the Knee-joint and the 
emoval of diseased joint-tissues. On either 
ide of the bare left knee of the subject could 
be seen thescars of some previous unsuc- 
cessful operation, The old man’s face was 
calm, and his voice, when he renlied to some 
preliminary questioning from Dr. Senn, was 
steady. 

Seated at the head ofthe operating table, 
with the red cloth bandageto be used in 
chioroforming the patient and with the bot- 
tle of chloroform already within reach, was 
young Dr. Stock of the hospital 
staff. Flanking the foot of the cot stood Staff 
Doctors Nonlin and Crossen, who were to as- 
sist Surgeon-General Sennin the operation 
itself. Back of the chief operator was a tabie 
on which lay a shivery array of long knives, 
faws, spoons, forceps, needles, etc., and at 
one side of the room several others of the 
hospital staff had in charge the bandages, 
sponges, water,etc., to be used in the process 
of the operation. 

THE FIRST OPERATION. 

Without changing his position from the 
foot of the operating cot, Surgeon-General 
Senn, shortiy after 9 o’clock, quietly began 
the preliminary lecture preceding the opera- 
tion on Patient Fergusson’s knee-joint. As 
he did so Staff Surgeon Stack poured some 
chioroform over the cloth which he held 
in his left hand, and with one quick move- 
ment laid it over Patient Fergusson’s mouth 
and nostrils. A hurried sigh anda sudden 
spasmodic movement of the feet from the 
patient marked this gentle overture. 

Ina few words Gen. Senn explained the 
nature of the case before him and the char- 
acter of the operation to be performed. 
While this explanation was being made the 
subject’s leg was held up almost perpendicu- 
lar to drain it of blood as much as 
possible so as to lessen the hemorrhages ac- 
companying the operation. By the timethe 
explanation of the casse—which, as 
stated, was one of tubercular dis- 
ease of the knee-joint, with swelling 
and loss of use of the limb—was finished, the 
subject was completely under the influence 
of the anesthetic and was breathing stertor- 
ousiy. On a motion from Dr. Senn the leg 
was lowered until it rested on the table, and 
the operating ‘surgeon received from Staff 
Surgeon Nowlina long knife which he handled 
almost lovingly. He laid one hand on the 
bare leg before him, and, explaining his 
movements most carefully as he went along, 
he made one deep, long gash in Patient Fer- 
guson’s leg above the knee and the operation 


' Was begun. 


In surgical parlance, what Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Senn then showed tothe surgeons and 
physicians assembled was ‘‘a removalof the 
capsule of the knee-joint by dissection, and 
the removal of the surfaces of the bone by 
curetting.’’ What he actually didin the op- 
eration was a vast amount of cutting, scrap- 
ing, sawing, spooning and sewing, which 
to those un professional attendants 
upon the clinic who followed 
the operation wasa decided test of endur- 
ance and nerve powerto sit through, as the 
operation lasted exactly two hours. And 
throughout tts entire length, Gen. Senn dis- 
coursed enthusiastically upon the progress of 
the work, the natureof the specimen of a 
tubercular Knee-joint, which he pronounced 
‘*typically beautiful,’’ and the advantages of 
various instruments which he usedupon the 
patient.

This was done and the mangled leg held up 
to full view. Gen. senn explained about the 
closing of what he called ‘‘this serious in- 
vasion of the human body,’’ the proper ad- 
justment of the remains of the Knee-joint, 
the correct adjustment of the flaps, and the 
advantages of catgut over silk thread as a 
suture which could be absorbed by the heal- 
ing tissues. As he spoke he worked, now 
with forceps, now with scissors, and then 
with needle and thread. At last the leg was 
brought down toits proper position on the 
cot, and allthat showed of the horrible hole 
that had been cut and sawed through the 
knee-joint were the lines on the skin made by 
the joining of the flats where they had been 
sewed together. The leg was then bandaged, 
irom the tip of the toes to above the knee, 
and put intoa plaster-of-paris cast. It was 
oe into the cast slightly ‘‘flexed,’’ that Is, 

ent, &nd in that position Patient Fergu- 
son’s left leg will remain for the rest of 
his days, asthe working- power of the knee- 
joint is gone forever. But so also has the 
cause Of the tuberculous swelling which 
made the operation necessary, if the sur- 
geon’s expectations are realized. Old Fer- 
guson was removed from the amphitheater 
to his division inthe hospital ward, still un- 
conscious. 

A THIGH AMPUTATION. 

As Ferguson’s cot was carried out another 
was brought in. This contained Patient 
Waterson of Division 5, whose right leg was 
to be amputated atthethigh. The case was 
aiso one of tubercular disease of the joints, 
supposed at first to be only the ankle joint, 
but found afterwards to exten to 
the knee in such serious shape 
as to make amputation at the thigh 
necessary. Butthis operation is far swifter 
and less complicated than that on Patient 
Fergusson. The subjectis put under the in- 
fluence of ether, his heart being too weak to 
allow the use of chloroform, and, after a full 
explanation of the case and the work to be 
done, Dr. Senn got down to _ business 
with his -insrruments. A few quick 
cuts around the leg, then the 
horrible grating of a saw into the bone, and 
a moment alterward one of the staff surgeons 
bore away the best part of Patient Water- 
son’s right leg, and the other assistant held 
only a quivering stump in his hand. There 
was marvelously little hemorrhage following 
theamputation, and the sewing together of 
the flaps was done by Dr, Senn as hecon- 
tinued his lecture. At its con- 
clusion Patient Waterson was reé- 
moved, also still unconscious. Dr. Senn 
then announced that as 12 o’clock had ar- 
rived, he would be unable toinclude further 
operations intheclinic. A brief speech from 
Mayor Noonan had been made inthe mean- 
time and Dr. Chancellor had also madean 
announcement of the afternoon programme 
of the military surgeons. 

LECTURED ON OTHER CASES, 

The clinic closed witha brief lecture from 
Dr. Fenn onthe cases of Frank Tesson, the 
hospital patient, suffering from a gunshot 
wound in the head, which has already causea 
a loss of brain matter; of Patient Baden, 
suffering from disease of the hip joint; of 
Patient Rump, who hasatuberculous thigh, 
and of several other ‘interesting cases 
now at the City Hospital. At 1 
Oo’ clock the party sat down to a 
royal dinner tendered to the Military Sur- 
geons’ Association personally by Dr. Heine 
Marks, and at 20’clock adjourned to Armory 
Hall where the exhibition of medical tleld 
appliances of the United States Army was 
made by Maj. Jobn VanR. Hoff, United States 
Army. At 9 o’clock to-night the association 
will be tendered a banquet by Dr. A. G. Ber- 
nays at his residence, No. 3623 Laclede 
avenue, towhich 500 invitations have been 
issued.

Harry Harris Held by Judge Claiborne 
in the Sum of $500. 
Harry Harris, proprietor of the American 
Tailoring Co., charged with establishing a 
lottery, Was held to-day by Judge Claiborne 


‘for the Grand-jury in bonds of $500. Judge 


Claiborne in giving his decision made no 


explanation of his action uhftil requested by 
ee eg McQuillin to give the grounds on 
which he held the defendant. Judge Claiborne 
said: ‘*Not conversant with 
nor fully understanding the law 
in this case I will give the prosecution the 
benefit of the doubt which exists in my mind 
an@ hold Harris for the Grand-jury. The 
court above me fully comprehends the law in 
‘this case and will undoubtedly give the de. 
fendant justice.’’ 

Mr. McQuillinthen advised the court that 
it was customary in such cases to give the de- 
fendant and not the prosecution the benefit 
of any doubt, but the Judge would not recon- 
sider his decision, Attorneys Harvey and 
McDonald signed the bond for their client, 
The cases of John Lahiv, T. Shandal, 
Lot McAllister, Lawrence McGill, Mer- 
rit Noble and Edw. Gerralds were 
continued for the State - until 
the case against T. Shandal, J. Levy and P. 
Franklin, which is set for Monday in the 
Criminal Court, is decided. The defense pro- 
tested that they were ready for 
trial, but to no _ purpose. Speaking 
of the decision, Attorney McQuillin said :‘‘ This 
action of Judge Claiborne is outrageous, 
He has no grounds whatever on which to 
hold the defendant. The law inthe case is 
very plain, andif there is any doubt in the 
mind of the Court I cannot see why he should 
give the benefit of that doubt to the prosecu- 
tion.’’ He also said several other things 
which he requested should not be published. 
Attorneys Martin and Bass, who prosecuted 
the case, were much pleased with the out- 
come. 

H. F. Klevkamp, President of the St. Louis 
Tailors’ Association, wasin court when tho 
decision was rendered and seemed very well 
Satisfied, Hesaysthata clear caseof fraud 
can be proved against the co-operative con- 
cerns. He claims that he has in his 
possession three suits of clothing received 
Irom the co-operative tailors, which they 
advertised as worth $38, and which he 
alleges can be made and sold at a profit by 
any legitimate tailor for $13. He says that 
amaninthe employ of John Lahivcame to 
him and offered to expose the 
methods of his employer. Kley- 
kamp alleges that the man _ claimed 
that in one week $1,296 had been received by 
his employer and only eighteen suits dis- 
tributed, whereas there should have been 
thirty-six suits given out. He says that the 
patrons of these concerns never know the 
amount of money received nor any of the in- 
side workings of the concerns. He says that 
he is-certain the people are being swindled, 
The court-room this morning was crowded 
with persons interested in the scheme, and 
they presented a rather crestfallen appear: 
ance when the decision was rendered.

NOT GIVEN THE WOMAN. 


Complaint Made Against Mrs. Frazer’s 
Handling of Money Given for Charity. 
Complaint was made to the police at the 

Union Depot this morning that Mrs. Frazer, 

the depot matron, had failed to turn over 

some money toa poor woman that had been 
donated by a couple of gentlemen for the un- 
fortunate. The complaint was made by the 
gentlemen themselves, and Sergt. O’Malley 
immediately investigated the charge. The 
woman forwhom Mrs, Frazer collected the 
money was a Mrs. Prewett of St. Clair, 


Franklin County, Missouri. She carried a 
little 2-year-old boy On her arm, and it was 
evident that there was soon to 
be an addition to her family. 
She said that her husband had been dead 
five months and that the people of St. Clair 
sent hertothe city, saying that she would be 
sure to be received into some hospital here 
with her little boy. She arrived at the Union 
Depot with only 10 cents in her pocket and 
sat with her child in the ladies’ waiting- 
room, where their appearance soon at- 
tracted considerable attention. 

‘*When I first noticed the woman,’’ said 
Mr. Charles G, Smith, an attorney from De- 
troit, Mich., relating the circumstance 
toa Post-DISPATCH reporter, ‘*Mrs. Frazer 
was appealing to a gentleman to assist 
her, saying that the poor woman was alone 
inthe city with her baby and had only 10 
cents. The gentieman handed her 50cents 
forthe womanand child andI did lHkewlse. 
Pretty soon we saw Mrs. Frazer take the 
woman outdoors and turn her over toa cab- 


*#manandtell him to drive her tothe White 


The woman and baby were put 

the cabman handed half 
a dollar and Mrs. Frazer put 
the balance of her collection into her 
own pocket instead of the poor woman’s. 
Then he complained to Sergt. O’Malley and 
also to Mrs. Frazer. She admitted that she 
had devoted only 50 cents to the poor woman, 
but claimed that she had collected only $1in 
ail and that the other 50 cents was to be kept 
forthe next destitute person. Wetold her 
that he had contributed his 50 cents for this 
particular woman’s benefitand not tocharity 
in general, Then she made the 
plea that she was paid only a 
miserably small salary by the 
Woman’s Christian Association and that she 
was compelled todepend on her collections 
here at the depot to make ends meet.’’ 

Mrs. Frazer was called upon by the reporter 
andtold what Mr. Smith had just reported 
about her andshe became very indignant. 
‘*This is the first time since 1 have been here 
that my actions have been questioned,’’ she 
said. ‘‘Itis true thatIreceive only a small 
Salary, only $30a month, but it is not true 
that I use for my own benefit any 
money collected by me for other 
people. Onceina whilea gentleman or lady 
gives me a half dollar or dollar for my own 
use, but it more often happens that I pay 
money out of my meager salary for these poor 
pedgple I meet here. know I didn’t pay that 
woman this morning all that those gentlemen 
gaveme, Ikepthalfadoliar becausel! didn’t 
think the woman needed it. If I keep 50 
cents from one I give it to another who 
is more needy and more deserving. Ican use 
myown judgment and do, and until this 
morning I never had my judgment ques- 
tioned.’’ 

Mrs. Prewitt afterward returned with the 
information that the White Cross Home 
would not receive her, and Mrs. Frazer 
turned the case over to Sergt. O’Malley. 
Mrs. Prewett and the child were taken tothe 
Four Courts and Mrs, Harris, the police 
matron, had the baby adopted by the 
sethesda Home on Twelfth and Soulard 
streets, and the mother was then taken tothe 
Old Ladies’ Home on Nineteenth street and 
Russell avenue, where she was received. 

Mrs. Frazer said that she returned Mr. 
Smith his 50 cents when he complained to the 
Sergeant about her or she would have given

NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Senator Sherman Withdraws His Chinese 
Restriction Bill—Notes. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 20.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Sherman withdrew his motion 
for the immediate consideration of the 
Chinese bill, stating he was satisfied if ex- 
isting restrictive legislation continued for 
two years longer.

The Senate, at the instigation of Mr. Teller, 
entered upon an informal silver debate. 

In the House a resolution was passed for a 
branch bank atthe grounds of the World’s 
Fair. ‘Ihe Chemical National Bank will 
srobably get the privilege. The Rockwell. 
Koyes contest was again taken up and Mr, 
Wheeler of Alabama spoke In behalf of Mr. 
Rockwell. Mr. Wheeler, speaking in his usual 
crisp, nervous manner from the center aisle, 
gave his adherence to the cause of the con. 
testee and criticised the report made by 
the Committee on Elections. In his opinion 
no case had ever been presented for the 
action of the House where so little ground 
existed upon which to base the findings of 
the majority.

Clerk Wagner Claims Recorder Hobbs Is 
Enforcing an Illegal Rule. 

William E. Wagner, the well known Clerk 
of the Probate Court, makes a claimthat the 
rules of the Recorder’s office forcing intended 
brides to visit there and make affidavit to 
their age, etc., before issuing them.a license 
is illegal where the Recorder has knowl- 
edge of her being entitled to 
a license. In other words Mr. Wag: 
ner says that where the parents make 


affidavit to their daughter being of age or 
give their consent when she is not of age and 
swear to the information concerning her 
called for, it is not necessary for the bride 
herself to visit the Recorder’s office. Clerk 
Wagner’s claims are of Interest to all young 
ladies contemplating matrimony, and their 
parents as well, for asarule brides dislike 
very much to have to visit the 
Court-house to procure a license. Mr. Wag- 
ner has justhad an experience himself in 
getting a license for his daughter, Miss Lillie 
Ss. Wagner, who was married last evening to 
Mr. George Webster of Webster Groves. The 
ceremony toox place at5o’clock and during 
the afternoon incompany with his prospec. 
tive son-in-law, Mr. Wagner called 
at the Recorder’s office to procure 
a marriage license, and they were told that 
the lady would have to be presen,.. 
Mr. Wagner replied that it was not 
necessary that she should be, as he 
was her father and gave his consent. 
Marriage License Clerk’ Horman, however. 
insisted that the rules of the office required 
the bride to make the necessary affidavit and 
he pointed tothe Hst of regulations hanging 
on the wall. Recorder Hobbs was sent for 
and refused to issue the license without the 
young lady’s presence, asit was one ofthe 
rules of his office and he was determined to 
treat all alike. Mr. Wagner insisted that it 
was only necessary for him to give his con- 
sent, regardless of the girl’s age, and that 
there was no law to warrant the 
Recorder’s requirements. Mr. Wagner stated 
further to Mr. Hobbs thatif he had time he 
would mandamus him and compel him to 
issue the license. The wedding was, how- 
ever, to take place in three hours and he had 
the intended groom bring down the young 
lady to make affidavit to secure the license. 

Mr. Wagner this morning pointed to the 
sections of the law defining the Recorder’s 
powers in the matter of issuing licenses. 
‘*There is all the law says on the subject,’’ 
said Mr. Wagner. 

The sections referred to were of the Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri of 1889 and are as 
follows: 

Sec. 6,844. License must be obtained. Previous to 
any marriage in this State, a license for that pur- 
pose shall be obtained from the officer herein 
authorized to issue the same. 

Sec. 6,845.—Recorder to issue license—(form of.) 
The Recorders of several counties of this State and 
the Recorder of the City of St. Louis shail, when ap- 
—— to by any person legally entitled toa marriage 
ney te issue the same which may bein the follow- 

orm, 

The form of license follows.) 

Sec. 6,846.—Licenses to be recorded.—The Re- 
corder shall record all meemese licenses issued ina 
well-bound book, kept f6r that purpose, with the 
return thereon. for which he shali receive a fee of 
$1, to be paid for by the person obtaining the same. 

Sec. 6,847. Penalty for failure to issue record or 
return license. If any recorder willfully neglect or 
refuse to issue a license to any person legally 
entitled thereto on .,application on payment 
or tender of the _ fee rovided for in 
the next preceding section or shall failor refuse to 
record such license with the return thereon as here- 
in provided, -he shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shali be fined 
in any sum notlessthan $5 nor more than $100. 
Every officer or person who shall fail to re- 
turn a license within ninety days after the issuing of 
the same, or who shall make a false return 
thereon, or any Recorder who shall 
wilfully make a faise record of any 
marriage license or return thereon shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, On conviction thereof, 
shall be punished as providedin preceding part of 
this section. 

‘*Allthat is required,’’ said Mr. Wagner, 
‘‘isthat the Recorder be assured that the 
parties are legally entitled to the license. ’’

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PROCESSION OF INVALIDS. 


Patients Moved From the Old tothe New 
St. John’s Hospital This Morning. 


A strange procession passed over Twenty- 
second street from Morgan to Locust street 
this forenoon, butas the members were not 
preceded by a brass band and 
did not march 3in ranks or in step, 


it was unnoticed. The procession was made 

up of patients from St. John’s Hospital, and 

they were transferring themselves and their 

few belongings to the new hospital on 
Twenty-third and Locust streets. 

Dr. Bi Vo ‘Bie Brokaw, the attend- 
ing physician and surgeon of St. John’s, 

intended to move all the male patients from 
she old hospttaltothe new this morning, but 
the threatening weather caused him to post- 
pone the removalof the serlous cases, Only 
those who were able to Walk, about 
wenty in all, chan ged thelr uar- 

ers, The surgical cases, those 

who are seriously llland the weak convales- 

cent patients will be carried to the new house 
to-morrow in carriages and ambulances. 
About sixty men were confined in St. 
John’s and ofthese two-thirds are unable to 
walk. It will be a doleful parade to-morrow 
when they 'are moved Great care must be 
taken in carrying them, as many stairways 
will have to be climbed placing the sick and 
injured in the rooms assigned them inthe 
new building. The task isa big one and has 
seldom been attempted in this city. 

From this week on the old St. John’s Hos- 
pital will be used exclusively for women. It 
will be cleaned, renovated and overhauled, 
andthe department set aside for young 
women will be enlarged. Rooms 
are set aside for those who 
not ailing, but who wish 
make their home with the sisters and live 
under theirinfluence. Chargesof from $3.50 
to $7 a week will be made and from two to 
four persons will occupy one room. It will 
be a department entirely distinct from the 
‘‘night refuge’’ department, as the lady 
boarders will have their own dining-rooms, 
separate beds and have their meals served to 
them in theirrooms. They will: be free to go 
and come as they please, a privilege not en- 
joyed by the other classes.

AS TO SMOKE PREVENTION. 


The report of the Mercantile Club’s 
special Committee on Prevention of Smoke 
which has been published in pamphlet 
form contains much valuable information 
on the subject and many excellent sugges- 
tions as to the best methods of abating the 
smoke nuisance. 

The committee gives full weight to the 
importance of purifying the atmosphere of 
St. Louis from the standpoints of health, 
comfort, economy and municipal progress. 
It takes a reasonable view, however, of 
the problem and recognizes that the cor- 
rection of the evil must be largely a mat- 
ter of education. Citizens must be brought 
to realize that both individual and general 
interests demand the prevention of smoke, 
and. feasible and economical methods of 
smoke consumption must be pressed upon 
their attention. 

In the line of practical suggestion two 
ordinances are submitted, one providing 
for a commission to test smoke-consuming 
devices and discover and define the limits 
of smoke-preventing measures, the other 
providing for inspection and the suppres- 
legal penalties. 
The smoke suppression Ordinance is care- 
fully that unnecessary 
hardships are to be avoided, and is to 
be enforced under the _ regulations of 
the Board of Public Improvements framed 
upon the results of the work of the com- 
mission. This ordinance is evidently in- 
tended for moral effect more than the in- 
fliction of the penalties upon offenders. 
The work of inspectors in the enforcement 
ofalawof this kind would tend to keep 
the subject before the public and lead to 
improvement beyond that secured by its 
operation. There can be no doubt that the 
adoption of these measures would be pro- 
ductive of good. 

The best work and the finest results are 
undoubtedly tobe attained through the 
campaign ofeducation. This report and 
other information bearing upon tle sub- 
ject should be widely distributed and care- 
fully read. When citizens determine that 
the smoke nuisance can and must be abol- 
ished it will be abolished. No law will be 
effective until public opinion has beegredu- 
cated to this point. 
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ANOTHER outrage in an English railway 
carriage is reported. But the English are 
eonservative and will not abolish the com- 
partment system except upon compulsion. 
The saloon carriage is a Yankee notion, 
and therefore an abomination. The 
English hate Yankee notions and avoid 
them as long as they can, but sooner or 
later embrace them with ardor, as the 
number of ‘‘Anglo-American’’ marriages 
prove. The compartment carriage will go 
as soon as the Englisman gets used to the 
idea of a better thing, say in fifty or sixty 
years.

As the Consti- 
tution limits the suffrage to male citizens 
over 21 years of age the women will not 
gain much by the measure, even if it gets 
through the Senate and the Governor signs 
it. However, it will give the suffragists 
some prestige, which they are in sore need 
of just now. . 
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NOTHING is more abundant in this 
country than land, but the spectacle of 
40,000 persons rushing into a new territory 
and willing to endure bitter hardships to 
secure a few acres shows that there is not

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

In a Republic editorial the Noonan elemen 
ofthe Democratic party .is contrasted with 
the ‘‘Silk’’ element, and the conclusion 
reached that in point of virtue and decency, 
the ‘‘Hoodlums’’ have by farthe best of it.

A Showing by Wards of the Identification 
of Those onthe Ticket With the City 
Administration—Every Delegation Has 
Two or Three City Employes on It—A 
Monstrous Machine. 


The ‘‘push’’ needs a coat-of-arms. A wolf 
couchant ona plain sable with the inscrip- 
tion ‘‘We’re out for everything in sight,’’ 
would be about the proper thing. Embol- 
dened by the tolerance of the decent Demo- 
crats of this city, the political machine 
led by Mayor Noonan, W. dH. Swift, 
Private Secretary Jim Brennan and 
others who are profiting by their 
allegiance to the City Hall outfit, have con- 
cluded to gointothe coming primary on a 
push platform. To make it a distinctively 
administration affair city employes were 
selected right and left on the theory that 
they will put up to carrytheticket. Itis 
also supposed in push quarters 
that by reason of their connection 


with the city government they will battle 
the harder to ratify the Dalton-Noonan-Swift 
deal at the polls. 

The list of city employes and those other- 
wise connected with the administration is 
given below. The collection is a formidable 
one, as a glance will show. 

STREET DEPARTMENT STRIKERS. 

The Street Department alone furnishes no 
less than twenty, and seven of these barn- 
acles are sprinkling inspectors. Should the 
ticket by any combination of circumstances 
succeed, the question occurs: Who would 
inspect the sprinkling districts during the 
absence of the Inspectors? The Superin- 
tendent of the Sprinkling Department is on 
the list for the Sedalia Convention which will 
be held in Sedalia, May 11. Should he be 
elected and attend the convention, would 
the few inspectors left in the city see 
that the contractors Kept the dust 
from blinding and choking the people who 
pay special taxes tocarry outthe provisions 
of the sprinkling ordinance? These are ques- 
tions that ought to give someconcern to 
Street Commissioner Murphy. 

Just at present, fortunately for the 
city, nature is keeping the 
streets damp. All the sprinkling 
inspectors, in fact all but a few of thecity 
employes are fiying about the city urging the 
people to support the pushdeal., This will 
continue until next Wednesday when the 
primary will be held. 

And in the meantime the salaries of these 
push employes continue. The city is con- 
tributing its share to pay the expenses of 
Col, Daiton’s campaign. 

Here is the showing by wards of the posi- 
tions held by the men selected by the Mayor 
to run as delegates: 

FIRST WARD 

James ti. Cronin, one of thetwo delegates 
named for the Sedalia Convention, is a mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates and a pro- 
nounced leader of ‘‘de push.’’ He is in- 
debted to Noonan for many favors, and also 
toJim Brennan, the keeper of His Honor’s 
apte-room, His saloon,close tothe City Hall, 
is the headquarters of ‘‘de push’’ and its 
members are the best patrons of his bar. Of 
course Alderman Croninis ‘‘wiaG de Mayor’’ 
and Col. Jones.

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THE WYOMING SITUATION. 


Peculiar State of Affairs Among 
Cattle Ranges. 

This morning Elbert Hunter of Medicine 
Bow, Wyo., arrived in the city on his way 
to New York. In reference to the troubles 
in Wyoming Mr. Hunter said: ‘‘The situa- 
tion is a very peculiar one, The element in 


the community that is usually regarded as 
the most orderly and law-abiding isin the 
sition of breaking the law, whilethe out. 
ws are on the side of law and order. The 
reason forthis is evident to those who are 
acquainted with the situation. For the 
las three years cattle and horse 
stealing ona grand scale has been going on 
among the ranchersin Northern Wyoming. 
Men would come in with no cattle at all, and 
ina few weeks would accumulate a large 
herd. Last year onthe roundup they be- 
came bolder than ever before. They would 
ride about in armed bands, take what cattle 
they pleased and carry them off by force. 
Among these men were settled peaceable and 
law-abiding ranchers, but in Northwestern 
Wyoming fully 50 per cent of the 
small ranchers were no better than cattle 
thieves. Things got so bad at last that the 
large ranchers either had to stop the steal- 
ing or leave the country. A band wasor- 
ganized, unquestionably for an illegal pur- 
se, as it was decided to put four or five of 
he ringleaders to death. Every one knows 
the unwritten lawin the West concerning 
cattle and horse thieves. When this band set 
out fully halfthe people Knewthatthey de- 
served its attention, and they rallied. The 
honest ranchers were drawn into the fight by 
the fear that they would be 
considered guilty, and the lynchers were re- 
os If the United States troops had not 
nterfered all those captured would have 
been killed. Asitisnow they are not safe. 
How matters will come outisa mystery, but 
no one familiar with the situation of affairs 
can doubt that the worst thing that can hap- 
pen to the country would be the triumph of 
the so-called law and order party.’’
